A swastika, Confederate flag 
and portrait of Adolf Hitler were 
displayed in the common area 
of a San Jose State University 
dorm room. 

In this dorm room, four white 
roommates locked a U-shaped 
bike lock around a black SJSU 
freshman’s neck and blockaded 
the freshman in his room, ac- 
cording to the Los Angeles 
Times. 

The taboo symbols and vio- 
lence were just a few elements 
of alleged racial harassment 
and abuse against the 17-year- 
old student in a hate crime 
scandal that has shocked the 
Cal State University commu- 
nity.

hile the world mourns 
the loss of South African 
icon Nelson Mandela, 
the media frenzy sur- 
rounding his death is teaching many Cal 
State Long Beach students about Man- 
dela’s role in history. 
andela, a South African politician 
and activist widely known for his role 
in ending apartheid, an institutional- 
ized system of racial segregation in 
South Africa, died at his home in Jo- 
hannesburg, South Africa Thursday 
evening. He was 95. 

Mandela was born with the 
name Rolihlahla Mandela in a 
region of South Africa formerly 
known as Mvezo, Transkei on 
July 18, 1918. In 1944, he joined 
the African National Congress 
(ANC), a political group that op- 
posed apartheid and advocated 
for democracy in South Africa. 
Mandela helped to form the 
ANC Youth League. 

He was arrested multiple times 
throughout his career for his in- 
volvement with the ANC, which 
was outlawed in South rica in 
1960. During a 1962 incident, Man- 
dela was arrested for illegally leaving 
South Africa and inciting workers to 
strike. 

While in captivity, he was further 
, and on June 11, 
1964, he was sentenced to life impris- 
onment.

The Department of Engineering 
Technology’s first senior project 
display Friday night saw a wide 
range of innovative projects, from 
a tube amplifier to a 3D-printed ro- 
botic hand. 

The open house showcased proj- 
ects that senior engineering tech- 
nology majors created during the 
“semester. 

“TThere are] people from the rest 
of campus who might like to see 
what we do because people see our 
building but don’t realize exactly 
what we do,” engineering technol- 
ogy professor William E. Lopez 
said. 

Senior, engineering technology 
major Mariel Cisneros said she val- 
ues the real-world experience that 
her major offers because it is more 
hands on compared to electrical 
engineering, which focuses more 
on theory. 

“We take the same classes that 
[electrical engineering students] 
do, but when we’re ready to go 
into the industry, we will know 
exactly how to work things, ” 
Cisneros said. 

For her project, Cisneros cre- 
ated a 3D-printed hand contain- 
‘ing wires in the fingers that were 
connected to a microprocessor, al- 
lowing users to program different 
commands with the sound of their 
voice. 

“I talked to the rest of my 
classmates, and I knew none of 
them were doing a robotics-based 
project, so I decided to make a ro- 
botics-based project and thought, 
“Well, what better way to impress 
my classmates than to control a 
hand by my voice?’” Cisneros 
said. 

Cisneros and her classmates 
showcased seven projects to guests 
and representatives from the In- 
ternational Society of Automation 
(ISA), a nonprofit organization that 
provides training and helps develop 
industry standards, according to its 
website. 

ISA representatives attended 
the open house to look at students’ 
work and possibly place the stu- 
dents in internships. 

Senior computer engineering 
technology major Joshua Pliss, cre- 
ated an alarm that used a wireless

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major Hathairat Rattanasook said 
she was shocked to hear of such- 
a crime occurring on a college 
campus. 

“In a place where people are 
educated, they should behave as 
such,” Rattanasook said. “It’s not 
just like they didn’t know any bet- 
ter. These people knew what they 
were doing.” 

The hate crime is a stark re- 
minder of other racially motivated 
crimes that take place on college 
campuses, even though a recently 
released report from the Office of 
the Attorney General of California 
shows a drop in hate crimes across 
the state. 

According to the Attorney Gener- 
al’s report, hate crimes in California 
decreased by 12.8 percent in 2012, 
and racially motivated incidents 
accounted for 56.8 percent of all hate 
crime events in the state throughout 
the year. 

Hate crimes across the CSU 
system also decreased from 22 
reported incidents in 2010 to 13 in 
2011. There were 13 reported hate 
crimes in 2012, according to the 
Statewide University Police As- 
sociation. 

CSULB has seen a few hate 
crimes as well. According to the 
2012 Crime Statistics on the CSULB 
website, one racially motivated inci- 
dent of vandalism was cited on cam- 
pus in 2012 involving a hate note left 
on the car of a Chicano and Latino 
studies professor. 

“You Mexicans took over Cher- 
try Beach — (No white people al-

lowed),” the note read. “Now you 
invade our beach. Go back to Baja, 
wetbacks.” 

A violent hate crime also jarred 
the CSULB community in April 
2010, when a transgender graduate 
student was attacked in a restroom 
on campus. 

The transgender student reported 
that his attacker had shoved him into 
a stall, pulled his T-shirt up over his 
head and slashed his chest with a 
sharp object. 

Between 2010 and 2012, one 
hate crime was reported on campus 
each year, according to CSULB 
University Police crime statistics. 
Crime statistics for 2013 are not 
yet available. 

While the most recent incident 
that occurred at CSULB was con- 
sidered nonviolent, it demonstrates 
that racial tensions at universities 
remain an ongoing issue in spite 
of zero-tolerance policies at many 
CSU campuses. ; 

“T think this campus does a good 
job at preserving diversity, but you 
still see it elsewhere,” Nick Pena, a 
senior health science major, said. 
“There will always be people with 
[this] type of ideology.” 

Junior management information 
systems major Alejandro Barron 
said it’s frustrating that crimes 
like this still happen in today’s so- 
ciety. 

“People are still in a state of ig- 
norance,” Barron said. “It’s a fear of 
something different and that lack of 
knowledge about other cultures that 
needs to be overcome.”

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Frederik Willem de Klerk relaxed 
apartheid laws, legalized the ANC 
and released Mandela, who had turned 
down earlier release offers because of 
conditions attached to them. 

It wasn’t until February 1990 that Man- 
dela was released from prison, and four 
years later, he became the first democrati- 
cally elected president of South Africa. 

But among CSULB students, the spe- 
cifics of Mandela’s life are relatively un- 
known, though his name is recognizable. 

“T don’t really know much about him. 
I think he freed Africa from apartheid, 
something like that,” said Jonas Nyen- 
stad, an exchange student from Den- 
mark. “People our age don’t know him. 
We don’t know who he was.” 

Kimberly Thomas, a sophomore Eng- 
lish major, said she has known Mande- 
la’s name since she was young but never 
knew exactly what he accomplished. 

“I always heard about him and that 
he’s always done great things,” Thomas 
said. “From what I’ve heard people say 
about him, it’s a great loss.” 


Like Thomas, freshman kinesiology 
major Dennis Spencer said he knew 
little about Mandela. 

“T really didn’t know about him until 
I was watching the news,” Spencer said. 
“{President Barack] Obama was talking 
about him in his speech, about what 
he’s accomplished, so he must have 
been really important.” 

Senior liberal studies major Danielle 
Vega said that she doesn’t know much 
about Mandela but thinks his passing 
will increase awareness of what he did. 

“Y’ve heard of him, but I hear more 
about him now that he’s passed away,” 
she said. “A lot of times when people pass 
away, they are recognized for their work, 
and it has a major impact. From what I’ve 
heard now, he’s pretty amazing.” 

Sophomore journalism major Brooke 
Becher agreed. 

“It’s kind of like the principle that 
once someone dies, then they get fa- 
mous,” she said. “I think that’s prob- 
ably what’s going to happen, which 
isn’t necessarily a bad thing because it 
gives that person’s life a purpose. A lot 
of people aren’t really aware of what he 
did, but hopefully they will be after his 
passing.”

Samantha Villegas, a junior biology 
major, said she knows about Mandela 
but only the basics. 

“I know that he went from being 
in jail to being president and that he 
fought for the rights of his people,” Vil- 
legas said. 

Mandela’s funeral will be held in 
Pretoria, South Africa on Sunday. 
World leaders, including Obama and 
Pope Francis, will be in attendance, ac- 
cording to the Guardian.

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access point, a remote desktop and a 
passive infrared sensor. 

“What it basically is is an alarm 
in the morning that will play music, 
that also features a motion detector,” 
Pliss said. “So it will wait for you to 


get up and move, and it will show you 
the temperature or whatever else you 
program it to tell you.” 

Lopez said that building these proj- 
ects, which gives students hands-on 
experience, is important because it 
allows students who will be graduating 
soon to enter the industry with practi- 
cal knowledge. 

He said hosting an event where 


students can display their projects 
also shows non-engineering students 
exactly what engineering involves 
and what engineers do with their 
skill set. 

“Think of these students as experi- 
menters,” Lopez said. “Someone might 
go out and start a company and be the 
next Bill Gates. This is where guys 
like that come from.”

semifinals in 
Moot Court 
Regionals

Two Cal State Long Beach teams 
argued their way into the semifi- 
nals of the 12th annual Western 
Moot Court Regionals competition 
this weekend but couldn’t convince 
judges that they were worthy of the 
top spot. 

CSULB students Kyle Maury, Ash- 
ley Hall, Asmita Deswal and David 
Casarrubias finished as semi-finalists 
in this weekend’s competition, where 
students from Patrick Henry College 
(PHC) took first place. 

Moot court simulates an appellate 
argument, with two teams present- 
ing their case arguments to a panel 
of judges with extensive law experi- 


ence. The competition consisted of 28 
two-person teams from nine schools, 
including Cal State Fullerton, Fresno 
State University and PHC. 

Throughout its 12 years hosting the 
competition, CSULB has had nine 
first-place finishes in the regional 
competition and more than 24 semi- 
final appearances. 

“We are fortunate to be one of the 
best moot court programs in the coun- 
try, and that is a testament to our di- 
rector, Lewis [Ringel],” said Maury, a 
senior political science and economics 
major. “Ringel works just as hard, if not 
harder than, his students at preparing us 
for competition against the best in the 
nation.” 

Ringel, a political science professor 
and CSULB’s moot court coach, orga- 
nized the event in coordination with the 
American Collegiate Moot Court As- 
sociation. 

Ringel said planning for the event 
began earlier this semester. A high level 
of preparation goes into the competi- 
tion, according to Ringel. 

To prepare for the competition, 
students are given a hypothetical 
case designed by the competition’s 
organizers to study and form argu- 
ments. 

Maury said moot court is the most 
demanding pre-law class at CSULB. 

“Moot court affirmed my deci- 
sion to apply to law school, but I 
have had fellow classmates who 
realized that moot court was not 
a great fit for them,” Maury said. 
“Moot court will improve your con- 
fidence, if not eliminate your fears 
altogether.” 

According to PHC student and moot 
court finalist Samuel Johnson, prepara- 
tion was key for PHC’s victory.

“We probably spent about four to 
five hours a week preparing,” Johnson 
said. “We were used to heavy question- 
ing about our arguments from practice, 
so we felt much more comfortable with 
that when we faced it in the competi- 
tion.” 
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Elizabeth Ertle, a PHC student and 
partner to Johnson in the regionals, said 
that the experience has helped in her 
professional life. 

“T currently work in a law firm just 
outside [Washington] D.C., and the 
skills I have gained from moot court 


. . are far more practical than I ever 
would have guessed,” Ertle said. “I am 
able to understand what the attorneys 
want me to be looking for when do- 
ing legal research, and the background 
knowledge of the judicial process is 
indispensable.” 
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Ban on e-cigs, vaporizers would treat some unfairly 


Electronic cigarette and vaporizer 
users in Long Beach may soon be 
subjected to the same regulations as 
tobacco smokers. 

According to the Long Beach 
Press-Telegram, the Long Beach 
City Council unanimously voted last 
week to have City Attorney Charles 
Parkin draft legislation that will 
require e-cigarette and vaporizer 
users to abide by the city’s current 
smoking ordinance. 

Currently, e-cigarettes and vapor- 
izers are not regulated by the city, 
according to the Press-Telegram. 

“We're not banning [e-cigarettes 
and vaporizers]” John Edmond, 
chief of staff to Councilman Dee 
Andrews, 
told the 
Press- 
Telegram. 
“What 
we're saying is, we want to have a 
standard that we already enjoy with 
current tobacco users.” 

Some local residents might agree 
with the city council’s decision to 
ban e-cigarettes and vaporizers in 
areas where smoking is prohibited. 

However, we feel there is not 
enough justification to effectively 
ban such devices in Long Beach 
at all. 

Products containing tobacco, like 
cigarettes, should be restricted in 
areas like parks. Exposing children

and others to secondhand smoke should be forbidden. 
Treating e-cigarettes and vaporizers like cigarettes, though, 


misses the point. 


While cigarettes emit smoke, e-cigarettes and vaporizers do not. 

If conclusive evidence existed to show that e-cigarette and 
vaporizer emissions posed the same or similar secondhand health 
risks as cigarette smoke, then a ban could be justified. 


But no such evidence exists yet. 

Not to mention, some people may use e-cigarettes and vapor- 
izers to ween themselves off cigarettes. By adjusting the nicotine 
concentration in these devices, people use them to help curb their 


addiction. 


Until a reputable study is released confirming that e-cigarettes 
and vaporizer emissions pose a health risk for those around their 
users, treating the devices like cigarettes is unfair. 


Ultimately, we hope the city council will reconsider its views on 
e-cigarettes and vaporizers. ; 

Regardless of regulation, though, e-cigarette and vaporizer users 
should be respectful of others when using these devices in public. 


After all, most people don’t want smoke or emissions of any sort 


blown in their face. If users are careful about their emissions, perhaps 
the city council will reconsider restricting use of these devices. 
On that note, please exhale respectfully. 


US, UK healthcare systems each offer unique benefits, drawbacks 


The debate over private and public healthcare 
is constantly ongoing and evolving with recent 
demands for reforms. 

As an international student from the U.K., I’ve 
been left with many concerns about healthcare 
since traveling to America. Before even arriving 
in the U.S., I spent more money than I cared to 
imagine on the compulsory student medical in- 
surance. For someone who has grown up with the 
National Health Service, this was shocking. 

In my experience, the NHS has been very popu- 
lar. If you’ve relied on the NHS to save your life or for 
long-term care, you appreciated the benefits of free 
healthcare as a given right. 

Some people have high expectations of the 
NHS. In the fast-moving field of medicine, there is 
a demand for the latest treatments and drugs. This 
is something that cannot always be accommodated 
for by the stringent budget of the NHS. 

The NHS is a source of discussion and political 
debate on an almost daily basis in the U.K. 

The British care about the NHS, and we’re proud 
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of it. This was never more strikingly clear than in 
Danny Boyle’s 2012 Olympic Opening Ceremony, 
which showed national pride about the NHS. 

Then there’s the U.S. healthcare system, where 
one has more choices. If you can afford health- 
care, you can pay for the treatment you want, 
unless your claim is denied by your insurance. 

My experience with the U.S. healthcare system 
has been positive. From long-term medical care to 
emergency dental work, the 
quality and speed of access 
to care has been outstanding. 
However, it comes at a cost. 

Although I can commend the quality of health- 
care in America, the system through which it’s 
organized is deeply flawed. 

Private insurance companies, “competitive” pric- 
ing and other financial factors limit the amount of 
care you can receive. For someone who repeatedly 
needs emergency care, this is a tough burden. 

Even if you are insured, there are still premi- 
ums and co-payments to be made, and cover- 
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age is rarely as extensive as one hopes. Other 
international students and I have been surprised 
by hidden costs time and again. : 

The cost of healthcare in the U:S. is‘extremely 
high. Insurance coverage is unaffordable for ap- 
proximately 40 to 50 million people. 

Those with the lowest incomes are covered by 
Medicaid, the jointly federal and state-funded 
safety net, leaving many still struggling for care. 

An American Cancer 
Society Cancer Action 
Network survey com- 
missioned in 2010 found 
that half of families in the U.S. dealing with can- 
cer had problems affording the cost of insurance 
premiums and co-payments for prescriptions. 

Just fewer than a quarter of these families had 
been contacted by a debt collection agency, with one 
in six families accumulating thousands of dollars of 
medical debt. This isn’t affordable for anyone. 

Another study found similar results. 

As with any organization, the NHS does have 
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its flaws. Access and long waiting times for care 
often characterize the public healthcare system. 

Private healthcare, however, is also an option 
for some in England. According to the Telegraph, 
this private healthcare enrollment has been 
increasing by up to 20 percent per year. 

On the other hand, taxpayers are continually 
supporting the NHS, which has a 2014 budget of 
approximately $175 billion. It is undeniable that 
healthcare comes at a price, but it has yet to be uni- 
versally determined where these costs should lie. 

The NHS is a staple of British society that has 
been in place for 65 years. It’s a reliable backbone 
for the British people. 

The debate should stop being about money and 
start being about care. 

Let’s stop bickering about the small things 
and take the best from both systems. Only then 
will we have a truly comprehensive healthcare 
system.

Long Beach should create an expansive bike-sharing system 


It’s time to bring more bicycles to Long Beach. 

With well-known locations like Second 
Street, Shoreline Village and Downtown Long 
Beach, it’s necessary to introduce an expansive 
bike-sharing system that would encompass the 
university as well. 

New York City recently introduced the “Citi 
Bike” bike-sharing system. 

The system allows individuals to pick up a 
“Citi Bike” from one station, use it throughout the 
day and drop it off at another location. 

Celebrities such as Leonardo DiCaprio and 
Macklemore have been seen using the system, 
showing its popularity. 

As Long Beach moves toward becoming a 
bike friendly city, why not take notes from New 
York? 

In the annual bike count, more than 5,000 
bikes were counted on the streets of Long Beach 
in 2013, according to an official report from the 
City of Long Beach. 


To make Long Beach a more bike friendly 
city, we should institute a city-wide bike sharing 
plan. 

Second Street in Belmont Shore was the first 
street to implement “sharrows” in 2009, which 
are streets that allow cyclists to use the full traffic 
lane. 

These sharrows are 
now popping up all over 
Long Beach, alongside 
new bike boulevards that 
were created specifically 
for cyclists and pedestrians in low-traffic areas. 

Since 2009, there has been a 45 percent in- 
crease in cyclists, according to a study by the 
City of Long Beach. Investing in the biking 
community has shown major results. 

The topic has been a key discussion between 
Long Beach mayoral candidates Doug Otto and 
Robert Garcia. 

Both candidates have discussed designating

a day when cyclists can take over the streets of 
Long Beach. 

They hope to do this in order to boost the 
city’s biking community. : 

In 2012, the City of Long Beach released a 
statement unveiling its plans to install 200 solar- 
powered kiosks with more than 2,000 bikes in the 
downtown and shoreline 
area. 

The completion date 
was expected to be in early 
2013. 

The project was in partnership with Bike Na- 
tion, a company similar to Citi Bikes, but when 
complications arose, the plans were quietly 
forgotten. 

Jeff Pomeroy, a spokesperson for Bike Nation, 
told “Streetsblog” in early 2013 that the organiza- 
tion is “currently on schedule and look forward 
to rolling out a robust bike share program to the 
city.” 


However, Pomerory did not specify a time 
when the project would be completed. 

Well Jeff, it’s been a whole year. Where are the 
bikes? 

If the complications with Bike Nation are 
lasting this long, the city should look for other 
alternative companies to complete its design of a 
bike-sharing program. 

The sharing system can also benefit Cal State 
Long Beach students who could use the system 
as on- and off-campus transportation. 

After all, it’s only 3.3 miles from CSULB to 
Legends Sports Bar on Second Street. 

Long Beach is known for being the self- 
proclaimed “most bicycle friendly city in 
America.” 

I think it’s about time that slogan becomes 
a statement of fact rather than a self-appointed 
title.

the abysmal feeling of the poem. 

Ferdinandi, the first undergraduate 
student at CSULB to direct a headlin- 
ing show, led the mystical movement- 
based show in front of a full audience 
at the sold-out performance Thurs- 
day. Ferdinandi became emotional as 
she told the audience that Poe’s dark, 
60-line poem was written to come to 
life. 

“The story isn’t meant to just be 
read,” she said. “The story is meant to 
be seen.” 

Ferdinandi’s interpretation of “The 
Raven” told the heart-tugging story 


of a man grappling with grief. Us-. 


ing modern song and dance, the main 
character, known only as “The Man,” 
revealed his emotions of uncertainty 
and bewilderment as he faced the 
challenge of overcoming heartache 
while he deals with a series of super- 
natural illusions following the death 
of his lover. 

Costume design, lighting, choreog- 
raphy and music maintained the dark 
feeling throughout the set. Ferdinandi 
paired songs from top-selling recording 
artists like Lana Del Rey and Sia with 
contemporary ballet, jazz and hip-hop 
routines. 

“The Man” (Christopher Bearden) 
and his lost lover Lenore (Lexington 
Vanderberg) were both well-cast and 


entertaining. The pair displayed great 
chemistry with one another, which 
gave the audience a sense of purity 
and love. 

The Raven, played by Tricia Ar- 
lene Bowen, was fascinating to see. 
Her ghastly portrayals as the spirit of 
Lenore inflicted fear and her daunt- 
ing movements and scarce appearance 
were eerie, yet attractive. Her impact 
on “The Man” was captivating, and her 
use of the poem’s single, most famous 
word, “nevermore” was a gut-wrench- 
ing sound in a theater overflowing with 
anxiety. 

Actors also played the Shadows, 
which illustrated the chaos surround- 
ing “The Man’s” every thought. Col- 
lectively, they shook the walls of the 
room by pounding their feet on the 
stage, which increased the level of 
anticipation for what would come 
next. 

Developing a sense of empathy 
and angst from the scenes acted out 
on the darkened stage, the Shadows 
portrayed the emotions of the natural- 
born pain one would feel from losing 
a loved one. 

The assumption that the word “nev- 
ermore” was in fact the named spirit of 
Lenore, was captivating, which made 
“The Raven’s” ending just as powerful 
as its beginning.

Long Beach State beats Harvard, loses in finals of ASU Classic 


The 49ers conclude 
the tournament witha 
double-overtime loss.

The 49ers were unable to keep the 
winning streak alive at the ASU Classic. 

The Long Beach State women’s bas- 
ketball team fell to Arizona State in 
overtime Sunday, one day after they 
rallied back from a 23-point deficit on 
Saturday against Harvard. The loss 
breaks the win streak that earned the 
49ers their best start since 1991. 

Amid the recent success to start the 
season, LBSU has been going into half- 
time with the lead for the majority of 
their games. But in the first game of the 
tournament against Harvard, the ‘Nin- 
ers were given the new job of earning a 
come-from-behind win. 

With the unexpected absence of 
LBSU’s leading scorer Lauren Spargo 
and Harvard’s leading scorer Christine 
Clark, both teams needed someone to 
step up and fill the void. 

The ‘Niners struggled in the second 
half, falling behind by 23 points at the 
16:15 mark. But the team made great 
use of its final 16 minutes and con- 
trolled the lead after a 27-5 run. LBSU 
went up 64-63 with just moré than three 
minutes left in regulation. 

Junior forward Ella Clark gave The 
Beach its first lead of the game, while

her next trey was just enough to keep 
the 49ers on top for the rest of the game. 
The 49ers’ run was sparked by tough 
defensive play that resulted in 11 steals 
during that rally and a season-best 18 
steals in the game. 
The next day, LBSU was unable to 


surmount a much smaller halftime lead 
by tournament host ASU thanks in large 
part to a six-minute stretch in the second 
half where the 49ers failed to put any 
points on the board. A similar stretch 
in overtime allowed the Sun Devils to 
score seven unanswered points. That’s 


when ASU put the game away. 
Although the 49ers were unable to 
win the game in overtime, The Beach 
made up for their six-minute drought 
with a 9-2 run late that brought the 
game to a 55-55 tie. 
After ASU attempted a 3-pointer to 


break the tie with 1:44 left in the game, 
junior guard Alex Sanchez broke the 
tie herself, scoring her 20th and 21st 
point on an afternoon in which she had 
a career-high 24 points. 

The Sun Devils quickly answered 
back with a layup from Sophie Brun- 
ner. With 37 seconds left in the game, 
junior guard Hallie Meneses turned the 
ball over, leading to an intentional foul 
on ASU’s Brunner. After netting both 
free throws, the 49ers trailed by two 
with 10 seconds left on the clock. 

Ella Clark took her first shot at the 
tie with four seconds left but failed to 
convert. She got her own offensive re- 
bound, though, and proceeded to sink 
the basket that sent the game into over- 
time. 

However, The Beach was unable to 
provide the consistent offense late and 
the Sun Devils jumped to an early sev- 
en-point lead. The 49ers were unable to 
make a viable run in the overtime, and 
ASU handed LBSU its first loss since 
Nov. 15. 

Freshman forward Raven Benton 
was a key contributor in the weekend 
tournament, averaging 18.5 points per 
game during Spargo’s absence. Men- 
eses had a tournament-high eight steals 
in the ASU Classic, but her nine turn- 
overs against the Sun Devils made the 
game closer than it could have been. 
Poor rebounding also accounted for 
the loss to ASU, as the Sun Devils out- 
rebounded the 49ers, 46-31. 

LBSU returns to the Walter Pyramid 
this Friday, hosting San Diego at 7 p.m. 
The 49ers will be looking to extend 
their win streak at home to four games.

State evened the score at 10 one minute 
late, though, and the teams exchanged 
points until the Wolfpack went on an

After being held to just two points in 
the first half, LBSU point guard Mike 
Caffey exploded to start the second, 
scoring six of the 49ers’ first eight 
points in the first four minutes. 

Caffey helped LBSU close the gap to 


one point three minutes later when he 
made an and-one to make it 50-49 NC 
State.
